The U, S. Supreme Court, in a decision rendered in 
March, 1975, ruled that Federal jurisdiction on the 
Sisseton-Wahpeton Sioux Reservation should be limited to 
those offenses involving Indian persons when the offense 
occurs on trust or Indian owned lands. The decision 
stated the State of South Dakota has jurisdiction over » 

those offenses which occurred on former reservation lands j 
that were opened to settlement. / 

Based on the aforementioned decision, the defense ' 
in this case has moved to dismiss the Federal prosecution for 
lack of jurisdiction. Inasmuch as the offense did not 
occur on trust or tribal land on the Standing Rock Sioux 
Indian Reservation, the issue is being argued before 
U. S. District Judge FRED J. NICH0L. Companion issue before 
the court at this time which complicates the jurisdictional 
issue is a pending dispute over the authority of the Standing 
Rock Sioux Tribe to demand liquor operators on that 
reservation to purchase a tribal license in addition to the 
State licenses. 

Judge NICH0L, in a letter dated 10/16/75, directed
